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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the Amendment filed 28 October 2005. 

It is noted that in the claim listing of the Amendment filed 28 October 2005, claims 1-19 
are noted as "Cancelled Without Prejudice". On page 4 of Applicant's remarks, it is noted that 
claims 1-20 are cancelled (line 2). Therefore, the notation on the claim listing is believed to be a 
typographical error. To obviate any future confusion, the examiner will note below in the 
Examiner's Amendment section that claims 1-20 are cancelled.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record neither teaches nor suggests the claimed method for rotationally molding a plastic part 
including adding resinous material and reinforcing elements to a rotomold and subsequently 
closing the rotomold and disposing the reinforcing elements as embedded throughout the wall of 
the molded part and projecting from the inner surface of the molded part.
